The terms on which the strike of 
Southern Railway Company shopmen 
were settled are set forth in a com- 
munication which has been sent out 
to all public officials of the South over 
the signature of Fairfax Harrison, 
president'of the company. / 
In a preamble he recites the fact 
that on August 15th the company be- 
gan recruiting forces until 65.7 of the 
normal«hoj> forces had been enrolled 
He says that none of these men sought 
or were promised a permanent pob 
but were "mercenary troops who took 
service specifically as strike-breakers " 
the rail way-company and the strikers 


The text of the agreement signed by 
is given in Mr. Harison's communica- 
tion. The treaty has eight points. 
The first pledged the sincere pur- 
pose on the part of both sides to effelt 
a genuine settlement of the matters 
in the controversy. 
Clause No. 2 provides that all men 
shall return to work in positions of 
the class they originally held on the 
day ,of the strike and at the same 
point. As many men as possible are 
to be put back to work all of the old 
employes to be on the payroll within.

such utilities, "anything in any ordi- 
nances to the contrary notwithstand- 
ing." 


The decision was in the case of the 


Town of Victoria vs the Victoria Light 
and Power.Company. 
The declsldn, however, is not unam- 


inous. 
The majority opinion Is 
by 


Judge Robert R. Prentis. and is con- 
curred In by Judge .Jesse F. 'West. 
Judge .Martin ' P. Burks concurs In 
the decision, but not in tha opinion. 
On the other hand Judge Frederick 
\Vilmer Sims stands by his own decis- 
ion in the Clifton Forge cases'of 1918, 
by holding in a dissenting opinion, 
that legislation grants to municipali- 
ties the right1 to contract with utilities 
as to rates and Judge Joseph M. Kelly 
concurs in the opinion of Judge Sims. 


Judge Prentis' opinion Is exhaustive. 


Cities, he points out, are mere agents 
and creatures of the State. 
A city 


! possesses no powers or rights, what- ! 
' ever, except those granted .to it for j 
convenience by the state and any such j 
rights may be taken away by the gen- 
eral assembly. He held the provisions' 
of the constitution permitting cities 
to grant franchises are not grants of 
power, Judge Prentis finds, but mere- 
ly places limitations upon the prero- 
gatives of municipalities. 
The Supreme Court in the Victoria 


case, 
specifically 
reverses Itself by 


setting aside the main points of its 
findings in 1918 in the Virginia West- 
ern Power Company cases, when the 
corporation commission had decided 
it had no authority to change rates 
fixed by local franchises granted un- 
der the provisions of the present legis- 
lation. The Supreme Court then sus- 
tained the commission's decision. The 
Victoria case is more recent, the com- 
mission having found that the fran- 
chise granted the light and power 
company was invalid for reasons in- 
volving the manner of taking vote by 
the city council. 
The court 
holds 
that the franchise is valid but that the 
commission should fix the rates as 
the agent of the State. 
Judge Sims, In his dissenting opin- 


ion, although agreeing that the police 
power is inherent in the State and is 
supreme, and that any delegation. of 
such power to the municipality, must 
be clear and unmistakable, Is still of 
the opinion, as he was in the Virginia 
Western Power cases of 1918, that the 
State has made such a grant of pow- 
er to cities by providing the legisla- 
tion and statutes that municipalities 
may award franchise in a certain spec- 
ified manner and may contract irre- 
vocably as to minimum rates to be 
charged during the life of the fran- 
chise.

cried out against this policy, but back- 
ed the Greeks only half-heartedly be- 
cause a strong section of public opin- 
ion in England sympathized also with 
the Turk*. 
The Greeks maintained themselves 
in Asia. Minor for more than three 
years. Then they became discouraged 
at having t flght not only the Turks 
but also the French and Italians, and 
they realized—as Occidentals did not 
—that Soviet Russia was also backing 
Angora. 
The losing game ended in 
demoralising them. 
;Franno-Itolian Error*. 
With ' singularity short vision *he 
Italians and French began 'to rejoice 
at the success of Mustafa Kemal Pas- 
ha. For the Italians the smashing of 
the Greeks meant the elimination of a 
possible rival in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean. 
A strong and united Greece 
could not be tolerated as a neighbor, 
especially 
since the Greeks showed 
great aptitude in the carrying trade, 
underbidding the Italian mercantile 
marine. 
For the French the ruin of Gr°ek 
hopes meant the checking of a diabol- 
ical scheme of Mr Lloyd Gf*orge to 
make England supreme in the Near 
East by using the Greeks as dummy 
holders of Constantinople and the re- 
ources of Western Asia Minor. 
Another strong influence at work 
in France against Greece and 
the 
Treaty of Sevres was that of-General 
Lyautey, military governor of Moroc- 
co, who went personally to Paris to 
urge that the way to pacify Morocco 
and to retain French 
sovereignties 
was for the French government to 
back Mustafa K°mal Pasha. For was 
not Mustafa Kemal, in the eyes of the 
Mohammedan world, 
defending the

Plan Remedy For 


Race Problems 


CHICAGO, Sept. 22. — Mutual un- 
derstanding'. sympathy and patience 
between the white and negro races, a 
remedy that ncessarily is slow and 
which can come completely only af- 
ter the disappearance of prejudice, 
are recommended in the report of the 
commission "of racial relations, ap- 
pointed. by former 
Ciov 
Frank 
O. 
Lowden soon after the Chicago race 
riot in July, IE 19. 
Chosen to study means of prevent- 
ing 'future clashes betH een the two 
races more than tnree years ago and 
to promote a m.eans of better under- 
standing. the commission made 59 
recommendations, among them the 
following: 
"That police and militia work out 
a detailed plan for joint action in 
the control of race riots; that police 
and deputy sheriffs, and militia be so 
distributed as adequately to protect 
both races in white and negro neigh- 
borhoods. 
. 
"Negroes are more commonly ar- 
rested. subject to police identification, 
and convicted than white offenders. 
On similar evidence they generally are 
held and convicted on more serious 
charges and given longer sentences. 
We point, out that these practices and 


negroes? 


. 
to 
machinery of 
justice 'and ' produce misleading sta- 
tistics of negro crime. 
"We recommend that police pay 
particular attention to so-called "ath- 
letic clubs" on the South Side which 
we have found to be a fruiful source 
of race conflict and that when race 
Conflict arises or is imminent the 
members and meeting places of such 
clubs be searched for arms and that, 
if deemed necessary, such clubs be 
closed.'' 
The commission 
declared 
such clubs were a contributing factor 
to the race riot of July, 1919. 
"We recommend that tfce most 
stringent means possible be aplied to 
control the importation, sale and pos- 
session of fire-arms and other deadly 
weapons. 
"We recommend that the authori- 
ties exercise their powers to condemn 
and raze all houses unfit for human' 
habitation, enforce health and sani- 
tary laws and regulations in the care 
and~upkeep_ of streets ajid alleys and 
the collection of rubbish and gar- 
bage in areas of negro residence. 
where the commission has found these 
matters to be shamefully neglected. 


"We recommend that in the areas 
where the main part of 'the negro 
populatio~n 
lives, 
school 
buildings, 


equipment and teaching forces be pro- 
vided which shall be at least equal to 
the average standard for the city, that 
night schools and community centers 
be established in sections not now 
adequately provided with such facili- 
ties and that truant officers give at- 
tention to sfchool attendance by the 
children of negro families migrating 
from the south. 


"There must be more and better 


Housing to accommodate the great in- 
crease in negro population which was 
at the rate of 148 per cent, from 1910 
to 1920. This situation will be made 
worse by methods tending lowar'd 
forcible segregation or exclusion of 
negroes." 


The commission in. its report, de- 


clared the members were convinced 
"that the moral responsibility for race 
rioting does not rest upon hoodlums 
alone, but also upon all citizens, white 
or negro, who sanction force or vio- 
lence in inter-racial relations or who 
do not condemn and combat the spirit 
of racial hatred thus .expressed."

"It has long been a reproach to our 
country that by reason of poor con- 
struction inadequate facilities for fire 
prevention and 
an all too-general 
careleessness about possible causes 
of conflagration,

country in the world. Mindful of the 
fire waste which is expressed In fi- 
gures so huge as to be appallling. it 
may be emphasized that In a time 
when all communities need to con-

In Orange Peel 


JACMEL. Haiti, Sept. 2^—Haiti is 
fast wresting from the island of Cur- 
acao, in the West Indies, the monopoly 
in the exportation of sour orange peel 
used for the flavoring of Curacao, 
Amer Picon and pther Uquers made in 
France. Holland nad Denmark. 
In July Jacmel exported 189,000 
pounds of the dried peel valued at 
$42,000 to Hamburg, from which it 
is in turn shipped to the principal Eu- 
ropean markets. This amount is fc'-x- 
teen times greater than the total for 
any one month in. the last nine 
months. 
Sour orange trees grow here with 


practically no care, and the Jacmel 
district is especially prolific in the type 
held in such high repute in Europe. } 
The price paid to the peasant aver- ; 
ages between two and three cents a 
pound, and for each pound the peas- 
ant must pick and peel and drive into 
market 50 oranges. In Hamburg the 
selling price, f. o. b. is 22 cents a 
pound, and Jacmel Is enjoying a boom 
in her rapidly-expanding Industry. 
Reports from Hamburg from a trial 
shipment made several months ago 
were to the effect that the Jacmel peel 
was superior to the Curacao peel. 
Jacmel's exportation* oj the peel to 
the United States, where it is used for 
flavoring extracts and medicinal pre- 
parations, also more than doubled last 
year This year's figures will show a 
considerable increase over the 75,596 
pounds shipped in 1921. *
